Mr. and Mrs. Wil¬ 
liams were married at her parents 
home on May 29, 1882, They com¬ 
menced housekeeping on a farm near 
Spring Creek, living there until 1900 j 
and then moving to Sargent county, 
N. Dakota. For over seven years 
they operated a large ranch at this 
point, but in 1907 decided to try the 
Canadian West. They accordingly 
shipped their carload of horses, cattle 
and effects to Nanton, Alberta, 
bought their farm of raw prairie, 
where they built their home and es¬ 
tablished themselves »s amongst the 
most valued of the pioneer residents 
of Brant.

. have to be content with seven dollars 
a share instead of eight, the public 
revenues will profit by the enforced 
savings and the income from the tax.

Such an incident is a restorative to one’s faith in man¬ 
kind, the most vital restorative that could lie published at 
present. 

Though we may fight against it, our minds are so honey 
combed with cynicism and distrust that we find it more 
reasonable to believe a man an exploiter, than to believe 
he is honest. This creates a condition of mind, no doubt 
extremely unjust. 

There must be hundreds of men in important offices 
through Canada, filling their positions as conscientiously, 
as scrupulously as the Montreal alderman. But instead of 
hearing about them, our ears are filled with stories of 
graft in high places. It is little wonder that we are dis¬ 
trustful. But on the other hand, our reaction to news of 
an honest man is all the more marked. 

In order that honest men should be freed from all sus¬ 
picion,. and that others should at least bear the stigma of 
their plunderings, it would seem very desirable that all 
men handling public funds in any capacity, should make 
a complete and specific statement of the cost of operating 
their departments. If they are handling public money,

HOLDERS OP WORLD'S RECORDS 


Kaye Don 


An Idol of Britain, a living expression of British 
sportsmanship, Kaye Don has figured prominently 
fn the pages of racing history on land as well as on 
water. For nearly three years his time of 120 92 
m.p.h. for a distance of 200 kilos (approximately 
125 miles) has stood unchallenged. He also holds 
the world’s mile record of 100.77 m.p.h. starting 
from the drop of the flag. Both these records 
were made on DUNLOP tires.

new contacts within the Empire in 
order to re-establish a more normal 
volume of business. There are almost 
daily reports in the newspapers of the 
preparations under way for the Im¬ 
perial Economic Conference in July 
The problem that confronts the var¬ 
ious parts of the Empire is that of 
deciding what goods they may most 
advantageously buy from other Em¬ 
pire countries in order that they in 
turn may have a larger share of sales 
in Empire markets. 

Many trade concessions made to 
Australia last year are this year ex¬ 
tended to New Zealand. Butter from 
New Zealand is reduced in duty from 
8 to 5 cents; the duty on canned 
fruits is dropped to 1 cent per pound; 
wool enters duty free; and eggs will 
be duty free in December, January 
ahd February. In return exports 
from Canada to New Zealand are 
getting prefrence. Automobile duty 
is reduced from 68 3-4 per cent, gen¬ 
eral to 26 1-4 per cent. The British 
preferential extended by New Zealand 
to Canadian goods affects motor cars 
and other accessories, agricultural, 
iron and steel implements, electric ap 
paratus, newsprint, paper, lumber, 
wheat flour, fish and hosiery. 

Scotland

Franklin Roosevelt, Democratic Lead¬ 
er, Extends First Friendly Hand 
to Canada

appetite, too. The London Times tells 
of an editor who wrote a story about 
a prominent banker. It was well- 
written and informative and he 
thought it would attract attention. 
But it didn’t. A few days later he 
published a paragraph saying that, in 
that article, he had overlooked one 
characteristic of the banker, viz. that 
he could wiggle his ears. That ar¬ 
rested attention. It went the rounds. 
Other newspapers commented upon it. 
Correspondents wrote in to tell of 
others who had the same accomplish¬ 
ment. 


Those who are following J. B. 
Maclean’s articles in Maclean’s maga¬ 
zine, will recall that in one article he 
stated .that Roosevelt was the first 
American president to exercise any 
understanding of Canada and to treat 
Canada with consideration. Appar¬ 
ently the same attitude is stirring 
Franklin Roosevelt. For the first 
time possibly, in the present U.S. 
contest he has touched on the better¬ 
ment of Canada-U.S. trade relations. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s remarks were howev¬ 
er not made on the public platform, 
but came out in an interview with a 
reporter from the Montreal Star. 

The general opinion in Canada, 
based on reading and radio, is that a 
Democratic government in United 
States would offer little relief to Can¬ 
ada so far as tariff reduction is con¬ 
cerned. 

For this reason, Franklin Roose¬ 
velt’s remarks, while not providing 
any definite committment, are at least 
interesting. They show that he, like 
his father, realizes there is such a 
place as Canada and also that Canada 
has been United States’ best customer 
He is quoted as saying: 

“You, in Canada, have things we 
want; we have things you want. I 
would say, let us get together at a 
round-table conference and work out 
a practical system of fair exchange. 
Each country would still make its 
own tariff in the light of its own 
needs. You would make yours and 
we would make ours. 

“But have you, say, $200,000,000 
worth of commodities that we want, 
and we have $200)000,000 worth of 
commodities that you want. 

“On those items we would lower 
the tariff bars. It would cost nobody 
anything. But it would get commodi¬ 
ties moving and it would get men to 
work.”
